seven cars per day to keep running.

The trouble was that 
they secured their main‘supplies from 
the Cardiff and, Morinville districts, 
and these had been shut off suddenly, 
with the result that they had to look 
round to secure other supplies, This 
they had been unable to find in suf- 
ficient quantities. He asked, {f an 
emergency arose, what circuit should 
be cut off first at the power house. 

‘ Commissioner Onmasby sald that 
there were 30000 tons at the CN.R. 
yards, and that a telegram had been 
forwarded to the controller asking 
if the city could have the use of the 
coal.

VANCOUVER, June 6, — Collective 
bargaining is no longer the main issue 
{n the Vancouver general strike, ac- 
cording to Mayor Gale, who made the 
announcement this afternoon at the 
termination of a long conference with 
the strike committee, 

“The entire issue is changed, I'm 
told. I am told that the real issue is 
that men who refused to return to 
work at Winnipeg post office in ac- 
cordance with the government's ulti- 
matum and were fired.” 

“I am informed that until the gov- 
ernment recedes from this position 
that they have taken up and take these 
men back, the strike in Vancouver will 
continue.” 

New Developments. 
The strikers were marking time this 
afternoon but were aroused by the ac- 
tion of the city in legalizing the run- 
ning of jitneys, thue making public 
conveniences desirable. Hundreds 
were in operation and the first signs 
of sabotage occurred late in the after- 
noon, when the streets were strewn 
with tacks. A large number of autos 
had to proceed to the garagés. Many 
men out on strike are driving jitneys. 
The telephone girls are still at work. 
Business Carries On. 

The streets of the down-town sec- 
tions present a busier scene today than 
at any time since the strike was'‘called. 
The steamer Empress of Russia is be- 
ing unloaded by volunteer stevedores. 
The retail stores have not been af- 
fected by the strike and shopping is 
golng on without interference. It is 
expected that the Victoria and Nanai- 
mo steamers of the C.P.R. fleet will 
sailas usual. With 1,000 tons of mut- 
ton aboard the Australian liner Ma- 
kura is lying at the docks and it is 
possible that volunteer workers will 
help to discharge cargo in order to 
prevent any possibility of denger to 
the local food supply.

tablished a proletarian system of 


industry. ( 
The subject of this portion of the 


"| report is the operation of Russian 


industrial concerns under the Le- 
nine regime: It is prepared to 
refute the view that industrial op” 
erations can only be carried on 
successfully under the direction 
and superintendence of private 
employers. Under the heading 
“The Productivity of Labor,’’ it 
shows with what measure of suc- 
eess the experiment of collective 
industrialism had been carried on 
in Russia. What is more important, 
it discloses the means which were 
found necessary to secure the 
measure of success claimed. 

The article opens with a para- 
graph that is illuminating: ‘‘At 
“the beginning of 1918 a definite 
‘break became obvious in the 
‘‘mood of the workers, in the} 
““sense of recognizing the neces- 
‘sity of introducing strict labor 
‘‘discipline and a readiness and 
‘¢willingness to have the piece- 
‘‘wage established. At the same 
‘time the administration of the 
‘establishment undertook the 
‘‘nlanning and gradual realization 
‘of a project of technical reorgan- 
‘ization of the factory’ produc- 
‘*tion; the factory committee, at 
‘‘the same time selecting the best 
‘methods of introducin labor 
‘‘discipline, propagated the idea of 
‘the necessity of the latter among 
“the masses of the workers.’’ 

The plain meaning of this care- 
‘fully prepared paragraph is quite 
clear. It simply is that by the 
spring of last year, after Bolshev- 
ism had been in control for twelve 
months, it became apparent to all 
parties that Russian factory pro- 
duction could not be carried on 
under the work-when-you-feel-like- 
it system. When, the year before, 
the Bolshevists overthrew the Ker- 
ensky government and abolished 
private right in property, they in- 
stituted what was supposed to be 
an era of complete freedom and 
unbounded happiness—for the Bol- 
shevists. As part of the new order 
of things” the factories were put 
under contrél of the proletariat, 
with all hands entitled to draw 
pay for working as much as they 
felt inclined, 

As disclosed inthe paragraph 
quoted, the scheme did not work 
out according to schedule. The in- 
|clination to work was not strong 
enough or prevalent enough to 
keep up the output, once the ne- 
cessity of working was removed. 
There was a ‘‘general disintegra- 
‘*tion of production,’’ largely be- 
cause the workers ‘‘had lost ‘the 
‘‘habit of more intensive labor.’’ 
In other words, the factory hands 
got lazy when the spur to industry 
was removed, and the product of 
the factories ‘‘disintegrated.’’ 

Wherefore the administration 
‘undertook the planning and gra- 
‘dual realization of a project of 
‘technical reorganization,’’ while 
the factory committees ‘‘propa- 
‘‘gated the idea’’ of ‘‘labor dis- 


‘‘cipline’’ ‘‘amongst the masses of 
‘the workers.’?’ Whether the 
administration efiected the re- 
organization by machine guns 
and the factory committees 
propagated the idea of  in- 
dustry by bayonets is not 


stated, but a ‘‘definite break’’ was 
made in the ‘‘mood’’ of the work- 
ers, to the end that a change was 
introduced: The eight-hour day— 
not the six-hour day—was estab- 
lished; piece-work took the place 
of the day’s work system; and the 
working conditions were laid down 
by peremptory order, 

Such, according to Lenine, is the 
history of the Russian industrial 
}worker under the Bolshevik re- 
jgime. In less than twelve months 
the dream of an industrial para- 
dise in which everyone should 
work as little as he chose and live 
as well as he pleased had faded; 
and the deluded worker found 
himself working eight hours per 
day, under ‘‘discipline,’’ and paid 
only by the strict measure of his 
output. Capitalism had gone, and 
industrial slavery had come in its 
stead,

Freight Rates Are Reduced to 
Help Eastern Manufacturers 
Retain the Western Market 


Tariff on Agricultural Implements to the West Reduced to Limited 
Degree on Engines, Plows and Certain Other Classese@f Farm 
Machinery—New Sur-Tax on Incomes 


Ottawa, June 6.—In the course of 
his budget sptech, Sir Thomas White, 
dealing with tariff reductions said:

“Further we propes to partly repeal 
the intermediate and general tariff 
rate of 7% per cent, at present effec- 
tive, by making it no longer applicable 
to the following class of articles, 
namely foodstuffs, linen, cotton cloth- 
ing, woollen clothing, boots and shoes, 
fur caps and fur clothing, hats, caps, 
hoods and bonnets, gloves, mitts, col- 
lars and cuffs, hides, skins, leather 
harnegs, saddlery, agricultural {mple- 
ments, petroleum, oils, mining machi- 
nety and bituminous coal, 

“So much are reductions from the 
tariff rates. established by the cus- 
toms Tariff War Revenue act, 1915. 

Free Whent, Fiour and Potawes, 

“We have now certain other reduc- 
fons and. modifications to propose in 
respect of the ordinary tariff rates. 
The solution presented in this regard 
will provide for reduction of five cents 
a pound in the British preferential 
intermediate and general tariff rates 
on roasted or ground coffee, and three 
cents per pound under British prefer- 
ential tariff on British grown teas. 
This latter reduction gives qa substan- 
tial Empire preference where no pref- 
ference at present exists. 

“We shall also provide for the free/ 
importation into Canada of wheat, 
vheat flour and potatoes from coun- 
tries which do. not.impose customs 
duty on such articles grown or pro- 
duced in Canada. 

“We shall also provide for altera- 
tion in ratés on soda ash from five per 
cent. under the British preferential 
tariff and 7% per cent. under general 
tariff, to one fifth of a cent a pound 
under the British preferential tariff 
and three tenths of a cent under gen> 
era) tariff. 

“We shall also provide for specific 
instead of ad valorem rates on duty on 
pig lead, smelter and copper ingots. 
On certain products made from these 
materials, there will be an increase of 
duties. 

Agricultural Implements. 

Freight rates on agricultural imple- 
ments to the west are to be reduced, 
and in addition there is a reduction 
in duty on plows, portable engines, 
traction engines and threshing mach- 
ines, from 27 % to 17% per cent. 
Hay loaders, potato diggers, fodder 
or feed cutters, grain crushers and 


The war general tariff rate of 27% 
is reduced to 15 per cent. on cultivat- 
spreaders and weeders, from 27% to 
17% In plows, windmills, portable 
and traction engines for farm pur 
poses, horse power and_ threshing 
machine separators and hay loaders, 
potato diggers, fodder cutters,

On cement the war customs duty Is 
repealed and the regular tariff rate is 
reduced by two cents to eight cents per 
hundred pounds. 

Great Loss of Revenue, 

The tariff changes will cause seven- 
teen millions loss of revenue a year. 
To compensate the manufactures of 
implements for loss of protection, the 
government has arranged with the 
railways for reduction of freight rates 
to the Canadian west, the Chicago 
jrate being fixed. And to compensate 
the railways for the loss of freight the 
seven and a half per cent, duty on 
bituminous coal is removed. 

And owing to reduced purchasing 
power a loss of ten millions additional 
in customs tariff is estimated, making 
the total reduction of loss twenty-five 
millions To make up for this loss a 
heavy increase ig proposed in income 
taxation. 

Corporations are to pay 10 per cent. 
on all income in excess of two thou- 
sand dollars, dividends of shareholders 
being given credit for thig in the nor- 
|mal tax they have to pay. 

Individuals unmarried are to pay 
four per cent. on incomes from one to 
six thousand. And two to six thou- 
sand married, There is a normal tax 
of 8 per cent. on all incomes above 
six thousand. 

Sur Tax Rate, 


A sur tax will commence at five 
thousand instead of at six thousand as 
in the past. Incomes from five to six 
thousand pay 1 per cent. six to eight 
2 per cent., and an additional charge 
of one per cent. for each two thousand 
dollars increase to the income is sur- 
charged.
